300,000 BELGIANS | 
WILL BE DEPORTED 
BY KAISER’S ORDER 


They Are Being Sent to 
Germany at the Rate of 
2,000 Daily and Put at 
Forced Labor. 


DEPORTATIONS MARKED 
BY HARROWING SCENES 


Many Who Make Fight 
Against Deportation Are 
Cruelly Treated—Lord 
Robert Cecil Hopes United 
States Will Intervene. 


London, November 17.—Thirteen 
thousand Belgians already have been 
deported to Germany, according to in- 
formation received here through offi- 
cial channels. Reports from the same 
sources say that the Germans plan 
to take some 300,000, judged from the 
order issued in.a number of cities for 
all males over 17 to report for inspec- 
tion. - 

The municipal council of Tournai 
formally declined to accede to the Gers 
man demand, the report says, protest- 
ing that hitherto it had acquiesced to 
all the German orders. General Hopf- 
fer thereupon imposed a fine of 200,- 
000 marks for the refvsal of the coun- 
cil to furnish a list of male inhabitants, 
with a further fine of 20,000 marks 
daily as long‘as the council refused to 
give the list. 

A circumstantial report from the 
Mons district says that the entire male 
population over 17 was summoned to 
report at German headquarters on Oc- 
tober 26. The priests, professors, teach- 
ers local officiils, members of the food 
committee and the physically defective 
were dismissed, but, it is added, 1,200 
‘men, comprising 20 per cent of the eli- 
gible males, both employed and unem- 
ployed, were selected and implaced on 
cattle trucks and started for Germany.

out clothing for traveling and without 
food, and relatives who hurried to the 
station with food and clothing were 
refused access to the men, the report 
adds, .

minister of war trade, today uttered 
a vigorous protest against Germany's 
deportation of Belgians, and declared 
that the people of France and England, 
no less than the people of Belgium, 
“hope that American public opinion 
will show itself, not only in a few 
days or weeks of protests and criti- 
cisms, but in steady pressure upon the 
invaders of Belgium, to conduct the 
war against the soldiers of the allies 
in the trenches and not against the 
heipless civilians whom they have in 
their power.” .~ 

Lord Robert reviewed the measures 
taken by the entente allies to provide 
relief for the Belgians, and character- 
ized as a “lie’ what he termed Ger- 
many’s attempt to justify its action by 
saying that England was responsible 
for unemployment in Belgium. 

“Three times during the past year,” 
Lord Robert continued, ‘‘we have pro- 
posed to the Germans a definite scheme 
whereby the exports of Belgian manu- 
factures and even imports of raw 
material might be made free under the 
control of the Belgian relief commis- 
sion and that the commission might 
control all the funds arising out of 
the trade. To none of these proposals 
have we had a reply. The Germans 
have consistently refused to do any- 
thing to assist the relief commission 
and Belgian industry. Instead they 
have exacted forty million francs a 
month from Belgium, requisitioned 


terial, seized the funds of the national 
bank and restricted exports. 

“They have drained Belgium dry and 
stripped her bare and we all know 
this policy was deliberately calculated 
to create a maximum amount of unem- 
ployment in order that when the proper 
moment arrived their slave raids might 
begin. : | 

“Most Impudent Thing.” 

“Further, the Germans ‘justify their 
siseailen the ground that the unem- 
ployment they themselves created had 
become so bad as to overstrain the re- 
sources of the poor relief. This is the 
most impudent thing even Germany 
has said since the war began. You 
might think the poor relief referred 
to came from Germany or from Bel- 
gium. As a matter of fact, it comes 
from the allies through the relief com- 
mission. This country alone in the 
last 18 months has advanced some $50,- 
000,000 for food and poor relief. This 
money goes from us freely and with- 
out conditions except that it shall be 
under neutral control, 

“It is kind of the Germans to be 
so anxious not to overstrain our re- 
sources, but it is fair to ask what right 
the Germans have to make the charity 
of the world an excuse for enslaving 
those who receive it. The Belgians 
are going to Germany on no ordinary 
work. They are to be caught up and 
crushed in the great new German ma- 
chine for mobilizing labor. 

“They will be scattered to all manu- 
facturing towns in all the remote cor- 
ners of Germany, from Silesia to West- 
phalia, and once caught upon the ma- 
chine they will never return to Bel- 
gium. It is this grinding up of a 
nation piecemeal that is the dost hor- 
rible feature of the situation. Lastly, 


it must be remembered that the allies 
can and will liberate Belgian terri- 
tory. Meanwhile, they can and will 
bear the burden of keeping the Be}- 
gians from starvation. But they can- 
not protect the Belgians from slavery: 
they cannot ensure that when Bel- 
gium is liberated it will be a nation 
and not a desert. It is only the neu- 
trails who can do this by the exercise 
of their public opinion.”

RAILWAY DEMANDS 
OUTLINED BY THOM 


Counsel for Rail Executives 
States Suggestions That 
Will Be Made to the Con- 
gress Investigating Com- 
mittee. ~* 


Washington, November 17.—Some of 


the suggestions the railroads will make 
to the jofnt congressional investigating 
committee, which begins hearings on 
transportation questions here Monday, 
were ovslined today at a special meet- 
inz of the national council of the 
United States Chamber of Commerce by 
A. P. Thom, counsel for the railway 
executives’ advisory committee. 

Mr. Thom said the railroads 
‘sk for: 

A federal incorporation law for in- 
terstate railroads. , 

A measure enlarging the interstate 
commerce commission and creating re- 
gional bodies under it, with original 
jurisdiction in rate questions, subject 
to appeal by carriers or shippers to the 
entire commission, 

Amendment of the act to regulate 
commerce so as to reduce to sixty days 
the present period of ten months dur- 
ing which. the interstate commerce 
commission may hold a filed ‘railroad 
tariff in suspension; and 

Authority to the commission to fix 
minimum as well as maximum rates, 
such as it alone has at present. 


The national council had given a 
Place to representatives of the railroad 


brotherhoods on its program for the 
afternoon, but the secretary announced 
that telegrams had been received from 
W. 8S. Carter, of the firemen, and L. E. 
Sheppard, acting for Grand Chief Gar- 
retson, of the conductors, saying they 
could not arrange to be present. No 
replies to invitations had been received, 
he said, from the other two brother- 
hood : leaders, 
Adamson Supports 8-Hour Law. 

Preceding the presentation of the 
railroad suggestions by Mr. Thom, who 
is general counsel of the Southern rail- 
way, the eight-hour law came squarely 
before the council. Representative 
Adamson, author of th w, declared 
he believed it to be constitutional, but 
thought congress would enact supple- 
mentary legislation before the congres- 
sional investigating, committee reports 
to make impossible another situation, 
such as confronted: the nation when the 
brotherhoods threatened to strike. Mr. 
Adamson said he was opposed to gov- 
ernment ownership of railroads and to 
the abolishment or curtailment of the 
powers of the railroad commissions by 
putting all rate-making power in the 
hands of the interstate commerce com- 
mission, 

President Charlies R. Van Hise, of 
the University of Wisconsin, said the 
country had no assurance that two 
years from now, when ‘congress is to 
be elected, or four years: distant, when 
a president is to be elected, the broth- 
erhoods will not again come to con- 
gress with a demand for time and a 
half for overtime and threaten a strike 
if the demands are not met. 

In a general discussion which fol- 
lowed the speeches Harry A. Wheeler, 
of Chicago, a former president of the 
chamber, said the chamber should not 
discuss things that were past—the Ad- 
amson law—but look to the future and 
determine what business could do to 
insure the adequate transportation fa- 
cilities it needs. 

Railroads and Regulation. 

Mr. Thom discussed the history of 
American railroads and their regula- 
tion, adding: 

“The impression today is that the 
men who manage the railroads can only 
be kept in the ranks and in step by 
the prick of the bayonet. Has the time 
come for a change in the conception of 
the American people on that subject? If 
it has not come, if there is no possi- 
bility of the managers of the railroads 
being entitled to the trust imposed on 
them by the people, then there is an 
end of government regulation, and then 
there must be government ownership. 

“We stand now before the people de- 
claring our belief that the work of cor- 
rection, repression and punishment has 
gone far enough, and that the people 
must pass deliberately on the question. 
We stand further on the proposition 
that the character of the men in gen- 
eral in charge of these instrumentali- 
ties of commerce is such that they are 
entitled to trust and confidence because 
they realize the sanctity of their 
fiduciary capacity.” 

Mr. Thom said the railroads would 
enter the coming investigation in the 
belief that they would be fairly treated 
by the country, knowing they could not 
expect special favors, and that they 
would. get nowhere if they attempted 
to ask them, and realizing that if what 
they ask does not come up to the pub- 
lic’s rod stick, their requests will be 
rejected. 

Credit for Railroads. 


One of the most serious problems be- 
fore the railroads, he declared, is the 
question of credit. He said there is so 
little desire to invest in capital stock 
of carriers that they have been forced 
to borrow their money in the last few 
years on mortgages or other liens that 
make fixed charges, and that the dan- 
ger point in this sort of financing has 
been reached: ~~ 

Remarking that both eat political 
parties had offered but failed to solve 
the problem of the high cost of living, 
Mr. Thom suggested that if the rail- 
roads were given capital to develop the

British Report Advance 

Along the Ancre East of 
Beaucourt, But Paris Re- 
cords No Fighting by the 
French Infantry.. 


New York, November 17.—(By Asso- 
ciated Press European Cable.)—Little 
activity is reported on the Somme 
front. The two latest official com- 
muniques from Paris report no infan- 
try activity. London claims the ex- 
tension of the British front along the 
Ancre east of Beaucourt. Berlin records 
the repulse of British attacks on the 
northern part of the front. 

Except for the capture by the Rus- 
Sians of several heights near Jacobeni, 
west of Kimpolung, Bukowina, neither 
Petrograd nor Berlin report any great 
activity on the eastern front. 


FURTHER GAINS 
MADE BY BRITISH 
IN ANCRE SECTOR 


London, November 17.—Another at- 
tack along the Ancre yesterday netted 
further gains for the British. The war 
office announced today that the Brit- 
ish front had been extended east from 
Beaucourt along the north bank of 
the Ancre. 

The statement follows: 

“As a result of yesterday’s opera- 
tions we extended our front east from 
Beaucourt along the north bank of 
the Ancre. 

“During the night there was heavy 
hostile shelling against Beaucourt and 
Beaumont-Hamel. 

“Yesterday afternoon a strong enemy 
counter-attack forced us to relinquish 
part of the greund east of Butte de 
Warlencourt, won on Tuesday. 

“We carried out successful raids on 
enemy trenches northeast of Wulver- 
ghem, taking prisoners and inflicting 
considerable losses.” 

The communication issued by the 
British war office on the fighting in 
French follows: 

“On our new front north of the Ancre 
there is nothing to report, except in- 
termittent enemy shelling, especially 
-n the neighborhood of Beaucourt. 
YVrisoners taken since November 13 
have reached a total of 6,190. 

“Today we heavily bombarded enemy 
trench lines in the vicinity of Loos and 
Hulluch. 

“Yesterday much successful work was 
accomplished by our airplenes. Two 
‘mportant junctions on the enemy’s 
lines of communication were bombard- 
ed. Raiiwa;s, billets and aerodromes 
were attacked with bombs and machine 
yun fire, both night and day. Enemy 
aircraft shewed more enterprise than 
“sual with the result that three of hig 
machines were brought down on our 
side of the line and two on his own 
Side. At least five more were driven 
to the ground in a damaged condition. 
Three of our machines are missing.” 


AIR BATTLES 
ON FRENCH FRONT. 


Paris, November 17.—Fifty-four 
aerial engagements were fought by 
French aviators yesterday in the 
Amiens area. In the course of this

fighting Lieutenant Guyhemer, one of 
the combatants, brought down his 


twenty-first hostile machine, the war | 


office announced today. 

The official statement reports last 
night comparatively quiet along all the 
front. 

The statement follows: 

“Last night passed with relative 
quiet along all our fronts. French 
cannon have compelled two enemy air- 
Planes to land within our lines, one the 
day before yesterday at a point south 
of Attichy, ang the other yesterday 
near Roye-En-Matz. The aviators in 
each case were made prisoner. 

“During yesterday ‘French aviators 
delivered in the region of Amiens fif- 
ty-four aerial combats during which 


Lieutenant Huerteaux brought down 
his thirteenth airplane and Second 
Lieutenant Guynemer his twenty-first 
machine. 

“During the night several aerial 
bombardments were carried out, par- 
ticularly upon the railroad station and 
factories at Esch-Sur-Aizette, in Lux- 
emburg, and upon the reserve aviation 
station at Tergnier. More than 1,500 
kilos (3,300 pounds) of projectiles were 
thrown down.” 

The war office communication issued 
this evening says: 

“Aside from a lively artillery strug- 
gle to the north of the Somme in the 
region of Saillisel, there is, nothing to 
report on the whole of the Tront. 

“The aviator, Captain de Beauchamp, 
started this morning at 8 o’clock in 
the direction of Munich, where he ar- 
rived at noon. He dropped several 
bombs on tne station in retaliation for 
the bombing of the open city of Amiens 
a few days ago. Captain de Beau- 
champ then landeg at Santa Dona df 
Piave, in Italy, 20 kilometers north of 
Venice, after having crossed the Alps. 
The captain thus covered a distance 
Sieent kilometers (approximately 345 
miles). 

“Belgian Communication: Consider- 
able artillery activity is reporied to 
the south of Nieuport, as well as at 
Dixmude and Boesinghe.”’ 


ATTACKS REPULSED, 
GERMANS REPORT. 


Berlin, November 17.—(Via Sayville.) 
British troops last evening attackej 
the German lines near Beaucourt north 
of the Ancre brook, the war office an- 
nounced today. This attack failed, as 
did a night attack to the west of Le- 
Sars, in the Somme area, the official 
statement declares. 

On the road from Fliers to Thilloy 
German troops drove the British west- 
ward and captured five machine guns 

The statement Says: 

“Army group of Prince Rupprecht: 
On both banks of the Somme there was 
for a time an artillery duel of the 
greatest intensity. Toward the end of 
the day the British launched an at- 
tack near Beaucourt, extending their 
preliminary bombardment to the south 
bank of the Ancre. 

“The attack failed, xs did an attack 
delivered west of Le Sars at night. The 
fifth regiment of the Grenadier Guards 
drove the British westward along the 
Flers-Thilley road amd captured five 
machine guns. 

“French advances on both sides of 
Sallly-Saillisel brought no advantage to 
the aggressors. 

“During the day and night the avia- 
tors on both sides were active.” 


RUSSIANS DRIVE 
TEUTONIC FORCES 
FROM HEIGHTS 


Petrograd, November 17.—(Via Lon- 
don.) —Today’s Russian official state- 
ment follows: 

“Western (Russian) Front: In the 
region of the heights east of Lipnica- 
dolna (Galicia) the enemy by his ar- 
tillery fire is hindering us from re- 
storing our recaptured trenches. 

“In the wooded Carpathians the en- 
emy took the offensive in the region 
southwest of Vakark and in the re- 
gion of Capul mountain. The attack 
was arrested by our fire. 

“In the region of Jacobeni, west of 
Austrian Kimpolung, we captured sev- 
eral heights and took some prisoners. 

“Caucasian Front: There is noth- 
ing of importance to report.” 


Berlin, November 17.—(Via Sayville.) 
The German war office tonight issued 
the following: 

“The fighting between the Baltic 
sea and the Carpathians yesterday was 
af no sienificance.” 


BOAT COLLISION 
UNDER U.S. PROBE 


Agreed That Sinking of 
Tug by Deutschland Was 
an Accident—Deutschland 
Will Be Delayed Few Days 


New London, Conn., November 17.— 
The collision which caused the 
chant submarine Deutschland to aban 
don her return voyage to Germany al- 
most at its outset early today, when 
a convoying tug; the T. A. Scott, Jr., 
was sunk with a crew of five men, was 
the subject of federal investigation this 
afternoon. 

The United States inspectors of 
steam vessels, headed by Captain W. E. 
Withey, heard, through witnesses, of 
the conditions under which the subma- 
rine, slipping out of the harbor in the 
darkness so that she might submerge 


‘in neutral waters before daybreak, ran 


down the tug which was acting as her 
protector, off Race Rock, just outside 
this port. The testimony came from 
Captain Paul Koenig, of the Deutsch- 
land; from F. W. Krapohl, his chief 
officer, and from Hans Kleece, his chief 
engineer. It was given in secret, but 
it became known through statements 
outside the chamber that the collision 
Was an accident. 
Due to Swift Currents. 

Survivors who would discuss the mat- 
ter were agreed that it was due to a 
combination of swift currents, which 
carried the tug off its course and across 
the bow of the submarine, and to the 
darkness, which was to be the Deutsch- 
iand’s medium of safety, but which ine 
stead prevented ready observation of 
ihe danger ahead. Captain Koenig 


‘would say only to questioners: 


“It’s a terrible thing to lose those 
good men. I feel it deeply. You must 
excuse me.” 

Before the inspectors fix blame fof 
the loss of the Scott and its crew they 
will hear the testimony of Captain 
Frederick Hinsch, an official of the 
Mastern Forwarding company, who was 
the only survivor on the tug. Captain 
Hinsch was thrown from the deckhouse 
on the tug on which he was standing 


into the rushing waters of the race, 
where he was rescued, almost exhaust- 
ed, by the crew of the tug Cassie, fol- 
iowing behind. Captain Hinsch was 
unconscious after the accident and to- 
night was still so exhausted that it may 
be several days before he is able to 
testify. 

‘tne Deutschland’s return will be de- 
layed only a few days by the dam- 
ages she sustained and ‘not at all by 
the fact that inquiry is being made. 
Examination of her bow today showed 
that three plates had been stove in 
to a degree described by some “as a 
hole” and others as ‘a dent.’ Her stem 
was twisted to starboard, but the gen- 
eral structure of the ‘submarine was 
said to be firmly in place, notwith- 
stading the force of the impact which 
sent the tug to the bottom within a 
few moments, 

No Chance for Lives. 

The men of the T. A. Scott, Jr., had 
no chance for their lives. They went 
down imprisoned in the pilot house, 
engine room and galley. 

he Deutschland had moved quietly 
out of her protected plier early this 
morning and slipped down the Thames 
river to the sound, under double con- 
voy of tugs. She carried a cargo esti- 
mated at about $2,000,000, composed 
principally of rubber and metals, which 
Germany needs in the making of mu- 
itions/of war.

The collision 
resulted and the tug sank almost at 
once. 

The Deutschland was able to return 
to her dock unassisted and, in fact, 
could have continued her voyage with- 
out great danger, according to one of- 
ficial who saw her t«.day, as her dam- 
age did not extend below the light 
water line. Her repairs and her stay 
in port are surrounded by the same 
secrecy that marked the unloading of 
her cargo from Germany and the load- 
ing of the cargo which she is to take 
back. It was learned authoritatively 
today that the former was valued in 
excess of the $10,900,000 set by Cap- 
tain Koenig. This amount, it was 
said, would barely cover the value of 
the securities which she carried. Con- 
trary to reports, the Deutschland will 
take no gold to Germany. 

Captain Withey tonight admitted 
having learned that Captain Hinsch 
from his position on the deckhouse of 
the Scott had been giving orders to the 
Deutschland by megaphone. 


Membership Campaign 
Of Railroad Y. M. C. A. 
Meets With.Success 


The campaign being waged by the 
Railroad Young Men’s Christian asso- 
ciations over the country for a larger 
membership is meeting with a larger 
degree of success than was anticipated, 
according to reports made Friday. The 
Sain of the organization was 30,000, 
and at the present time it is apparent 
that the membership will be boosted 
to exceeding 40,000. A total of 8,159 
new members were secured during the 
first two days of the campaign. The 
local branch, under the leadership of

GIANT LOAN IS PROPOSED 
FOR JEW WAR SUFFERERS 


New York, November 17.—A gigantic 
loan described as “one of the largest 
in the history of the world, without 
interest” is to be raised to place the 
Jews of Europe definitely beyond the 
reach of suffering after the war, ac- 
cording to Dr. Judah L. Magnes, who 
returned recently from a tour of in- 
vestigation abroad as the official rep- 
resentative of the Joint Distribution 
Committee of funds for Jewish war 
sufferers. 

The proposal already has the indorse- 
ment of the most. prominent Jews in 
New York city, Dr. Magnes stated to- 
night. How the loan is to be obtained 
will be left to the judgment of those 
who will undertake to raise the money. 
It was explained that the proposed 
loan is distinct from the fund of $10,- 
000,000 now being raised for immediate 
succor of starving Jews in Europe. 
Further details of the plan will be 
revealed by Dr. Magnes at a@& mass 
meeting here on December 21 that will 
be attended by representative men 
from all parts of the country. 
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POLLARD IS INDICTED 
AS RESULT OF STRIKE 


Force of Sheriff’s Deputies, on 
Duty to Prevent Disorder, 
Is Decreased. 


At the same time that the indict- 
ment was announced of W. M. Pollard, 
who has been at the head of the strik- 
ing carmen, it was learned at the sher- 
iff’s office that the large force of spe- 
cial deputy sheriffs, deputized for serv- 
ice during the strike agitation, had 
been decreased to a mere handful. 

Reason for the dismissal of the large 
force of nearly 100 special men was 
that the situation is so well in hand 
that there is no need fof them. 

It was also stated that the employ- 
ment of the sheriff's force has cost 
Fulton county more than $6,000. The 
special deputies were put on duty be- 
fore the middle of September, at which 
time strike trouble was at its height. 
The dismissal of all but a small num- 
ber came after a conference between 
Chairinan Tom Winn, of the county 
board of commissioners, and 
Deputy Sheriff John Owen.

WILSON FIYES NOV. 30 
AS THANKSCIVING DAY 


President Calls on People to 
Show Gratitude for Bless- 
ings Enjoyed. 


Washington, November 17.—Presi- 


dent Wilson today formally, by procla- 
mation, designed Thursday, November 
30, as Thanksgiving day. 

Here follows the president’s procla- 
mation: 

“It has long been the custom of our 
people to turn in the fruitful autumn 
of the year in praise and thanksgiv- 
ing to Almighty God for His many 
blessings and mercies to us and the 
nation. 

“The year that has elapsed since we 
last observed our day of thanksgiving 
has been rich in blessings to us as 
a people, but the whole face of the 
world has been darkened by war. In 
the midst of our peace and happiness, 
our thoughts dwell with painful dis- 
quiet upon the struggles and suffer- 
ings of the nations at war, and of 
the peoples upon whom war has 
brought disaster without choice or 
possibility of escape on their part. We 
cannot think of our own happiness 
en thinking of their pitiful dis- 
ress. 

“Now, therefore, I, Woodrow Wilson, 
president of the United States of Amer- 
ica. do appoint Thursday, the 30th of 
November, as a day of national thanks- 
giving, and prayer and urge and ad- 
vise the people to resort to their sev- 
eral places of worship on that day to 
render thanks to Almighty God for 
the blessings of peace and unbroken 
prosperity which He has péestowed 
upon our béloved country in such un- 
stinted measure. 

“And I also urge and 
duty, in this our day of 
abundance, to think in deep sympathy 
of the stricken peoples of the world 
upon evhom the curse and terror of 
war has so pitilessly fallen, and to 
contribute out of our abundant means 
to the relief of their sufferings. 

“Our people could in no better way 
show their real attitude toward the 
present struggle of the nations than 
by contributing out of their abund- 
ance to the relief of the suffering 
which war has brought in tts train. 

“In witness whereof, I have herfre- 
unto set mv hand and caused the seal 
of the United’ States to be affixed. 

“Done at the city of Washington, 
this 17th day of November, tn the year 
of our Lord, 1916, and of the inde- 
pendence of the United States, the one 
hundred and forty-first.

AS TO THE REASON. 


The Constitution is in receipt of the fol- 
lowing communication: 


Editor Constitution: I have read with 
deep interest your editorial about the 
danger involved in the system of delay- 
ing the official count for governor until 
the legislature meets next June, and I 
thoroughly agree with your conclusion 
that the law should be changed. 

The state constitutional convention, 
however, which adopted this provision 
must have had some good reason for so 
doing, and since I cannot figure out what 
that reason could have been, I would like 
for you to throw such light on it as 

_ you can. L. Q. BUTLER. 


Our correspondent is correct in his opin- 
fon that there was a reason for including in 
the state constitution the provision that the 
vote for governor should not be officially 
canvassed and declared until the assembling 
of the legislature. The reason was that 
at that time the state election was held in 
October and the general assembly met In 
three weeks afterwards. 

Since then, however, not only has the 
date of the state election been changed 
from the first Wednesday in October to the 
date of the national election in November, 
but the time of the meeting of the general 
assembly has been changed from October to 
the fourth Wednesday in June.. Before the 
change the general assembly elected the 
first Sunday in October canvassed and de- 
clared the returns for governor immediately 
upon assembling during the same month, 
and that is what this now anachronistic 
state constitutional provision contemplated. 

Undoubtedly the legislatures which 
changed the date of the state election and 
the time of the meeting of the general as- 
sembly did not consider the possible com- 


° 


plications that could arise by an eight 


months delay in officially canvassing and 
declaring the vote for governor—as re- 
quired by these changes, otherwise provi- 
sion undoubtedly would have been made for 
the secretary of state or some other official 
to consolidate the returns for governor 
along with the consolidation of the vote for 
president and other state house officials, as 
is now provided by law. 

It will thus be seen that a change in the 
law so as to provide for the immediate con- 
solidation and announcement of the vote 
for governor will not only not conflict with 
the spirit of the constitutional provision, 
but such a change would actually be in har- 
mony with it, for it was undoubtedly the 
intention of the constitution that the vote 
for governor should be consolidated and de- 
clared immediately following the election, 
and this was actually done for many years, 
and would be done now were the state elec- 
tion held and the general assembly to meet 
at the same time as when the state consti- 
tution was adopted.

It first lafd all of the blame on California, 
whose action in not going republican, it said, 
placed it in a class by itself as “the cham- 
pion boob state of the American republic;”

However, there is comfort in company— 
especially good company like the west. And 
it is cheerful to see the broadening sphere 
of The Tribune’s Pecksniffian invective. The 
south has borne it alone long, but laugh- 
ingly; -but now the west has come in, and 
The Tribune must start sweeping right from 
its own doorsteps. Neighboring Ohio, too, 
has stepped across The Tribune's dead line, 


and even far off, in old New England, the 


hitherto “reliable” New Hampshire this year 
joined the democratic alliance of the solid 
south and west! 

So now it begins to look as though, if 
The Tribune is to continue in its policy of 
lambasting all of that portion of the United 
States which differs from it, as it has in the 
past seen fit to apply only to the south, it 
is going to have a mighty big job on its 
hands. 

How refreshing it is, though, to note the 
contrast in sentiment between The Tribune 
and The Chicago Herald! The Herald, in- 
censed at The Tribune’s course, asks in re 
ply: “Shall the people of Chicago and Tili- 
nois accept as a description of their atti- 
tude the utterances of a paper whose dis- 
appointment finds its only vent in spleen? 
The Herald says No!” 

So “somebody is at home in Chicago,” 
after all. 

“We hold no special brief for the west,” 
says The Herald, “but we do for our com- 
mon country. We abhor sectionalism. This 
is a snake darting its poisonous fangs at 
the heart of the nation.” 

And The Herald closes its impassioned 
editorial defense of the west and western- 
ers and its resentment of The Tribune’s 
outburst of infantile peevishness in these 


splendidly American terms:

Gantt Says Boll Weevil 
Is a West-to-East Bug, 
Not Thriving in High Lands 


» Fite. 


Editor Constitution: The farmers of this 
section are terribly exercised over the dp- 
pearance of the cotton boll weevil in Mor- 
gan .county, just across the Oconee line, 
but I do not believe this pest will ever 
seriously depredate on the territory lying 
north of the Georgia railroad. The wee- 
vil may infest low, sandy flats, but they are 
not going to interfere with the production

| of cotton on the ridges and higher lands. « 


I lived for five years among the boll wee- 
vils in*Jones county, Mississippi, and made 
a close study of the pest. Even in that 
county, lower down than Brunswick, Ga., 
tarmers can successfully raise cotton on 
the high, dry ridges, and on some farms not 
a single weevil is found. The weevil is a 
tropical insect, and this Piedmont escarp- 
ment is above its latitude. Besides, I do 
not think they can flourish to any ruinous 
extent on our stiff, red-clay land. The 
tendency of the weevil is to travel east, and 
in going north they do not make over seven 
miles a year, so it is said. You can take 
one of the things and turn it loose toward 
the west and it®will whirl around and fly 
eastward. The pest will, in all probability, 
invade the entire cotton belt, but I am sat- 
isfied, from my observations, that it will 
never seriously interfere with cotton pro- 
duction this high up. But from about Mil- 
ledgeville south, farmers had just as well 
make up their minds to diversify. 

There will never be another cheap crop 
of cotton grown,.for the boll weevil will see 
to that. Some two months or more ago when 
I came to Georgia from Mississippi, I pub- 
lished a letter in The Athens Banner in 
which I advised farmers to hold their cotton 
for 20 cents. I now tell them to hold for 
25 cents, and I would not be surprised by 
spring to see the staple selling for 30 cents. 
There is no telling what price cotton will 
reach, for not much over a ten-million-bale 
crop will be made this year, and the world 
needs nearly twice that amount. 

I have decided to move back to Georgia, 
and will open a real estate office in Lexing- 
ton and make a specialty of handling farm- 
ing lands in. the counties that I feel assured 
will be immune from the boll weevil, or 
practically so. I believe that farm lands in 
this favored section will be selling at from 
$100 to $250 per acre, for the world must 
chiefly depend on them for its supply of 
cotton. 

So let me assure my old farmer friends 
in the upper counties that I do not think 
they need fear serious ravages from the 
cotton boll weevil; and if the pest appears 
they can keep it down by growing cotton on 
the high ridges and red lands.

Indianapolis, Ind., November 17.—

ty-eight states were reported by the 
young people’s branch for the year, 
and the report of the Loyal Temperance 
legion showed 660 new legions organ- 
ized.

Miss Gordon’s Address. 

In her annual address Miss Anna 
Gordon, the president, discussed 
pational constitutional prohibition, 
law enforcement, “new Americans,” 
“our young people,” “beer,” world- 
wide work of the W. Cc. T. U., 
“the big city” and Russia’s crusading 
women. The president’s address was 
preceded bv the report of the execu- 
tive committee, and was followed by a 
memorial service. 

Miss Gordon’s address was, in part, 
as follows: 

“The allied temperance forces are a 
unit in the fight for national consti- 


tutional prohibition. They are deter- 
mined that the partnership of the gov- 
ernment with the liquor traffic shall 
be dissolved. The passage of a federal 
amendment will-help license states in 
which the liquor traffic is so deeply 
intrenched that national prohibition— 
and that only—is adequate for its ex- 
termination. 

“As the sixty-fourth congress reas- 
sembles for its second session, it will 
be stormed by men and women repre- 
senting the leading temperance organ- 
izations and the aroused rohibition 
sentiment of the country. The words 
of warning, ‘the liquor traffic must 
so,’ are writ large on the map of the 
United States. et us reiterate our 
challenging cry, ‘Qn to Washington!’ 

“The big task really centers in the 
big cities. These are the strongholds 
of the enemy. One-half the saloons in 
the United States are in fourteen cities. 
New York city alone has more saloons 
than are found in thirty-six states. 
There are fewer saloons in all our 
southern commonwealths tham in the 
city of Chicago. If Seattle, Portland, 
Ore., Denver, Birmingham, Ala., Mem- 
phis, Nashville, Des Moines and Kansaa 
City can go dry why also should not 
Chicago, New York and Philadelphia? 

“Evidence from mayors, judges and 
sheriffs of large dry cities is all in 
favor of prohibition. Mayor Gill, of 
Seattle, declares that 
been a wonderful thing for his city. 
Seattle has a population of a third of 
a million and is the first seaport city 
of its size to go dry. Governor Carl- 
son, of Colorado, says prosperous con- 
ditions have followed liquor’s exit from 
Denver.

Past the gray walls of the federal 
prison in the outskirts of Atlanta 
there penetrated a bit of news last 
week that set a-throbbing the hearts 
of hundreds of prisoners who had heard 
from the prison phonograph at the 
recreation hour the notes of a golden 
voice lifted in simple ballads. 

“John McCormack is coming to At- 
lanta,” they teld one another. “Won- 
der if he will come out and sing 
for us.” 

Why not, tndeed? Caruso and Far- 
rar had sung, with tears streaming 
from their eyes, to a gray-clad audi- 
ence in the big prison chapel. And 
surely McCormack could not refuse! 
They went to the chaplain about it, 
and discovered he was himself a Dub- 
lin man and had met McCormack in 
old Ireland. Certainly, Father Hickey 
could bring the tenor if any man 
could. 

So Father Hickey wrote a letter to 
Dan A. McGuirk, who is managing the 
Atlanta appearance of the great singer 
on December 15. This is his letter: 

“I notice that John McCormack is 
going to honor Atlanta with his tal- 
ents on December 156, and I am writ- 
ing to ask you if it would be possible 
to induce him to sing for the prisoners 
in this penitentiary upon that occa- 
sion. 

“There are about 1,200 prisoners, 


more than half of them of Irish birth 
or Irish extraction, and if he would 
do us the favor of singing for us the 
men would appreciate it very much, 


and it would always be a happy recol- 
lection for many of them who will 
never have a chance of hearing him 
outside. Moreover, it would help me 
in my work, for it would enable me 
to get a stronger influence over them. 
“T met Mr. McCormack in Dublin 
some years ago, but he will probably 
have forgotten me. Very sincerely 
yours, JA HICKEY.’ 
Mr. McGuirk yesterday forwarded 
the chaplain’s letter to Mr. McCormack, 
now on his tour, with the request that 
the tenor sing for the prisoners, if pos-

There wage also the largest en- 
rollment for many years, over seventy 
ministers and over fifty ruling elders 
being in attendance during the sessions. 
Oglethorpe university received its 
due share of attention of the body. The 
synod decided to establish an endow- 
ment fund in the university to be 
known as the Georgia professorship. 
In response to the address of Dr. 
Thornwell Jacobs, president of Ogle- 
thorpe, the following was adopted by 
a rising vote: “The synod of Georgia 
has heard with pleasure the admirable 
address of the Rev. Thornwell Jacobs, 
LL. D., and take this oceasion to as- 
sure him again of our sympathy with 


the great work of rerounding Ogle- 
thorpe university for our southern 
Presbyterian church, to the eiery of 
God. We assure him of our great pieas- 
ure in the remarkable success that 
has attended. his efforts in securing 
subscriptions that already aggregate 
more than $700,000, and in completing 
one of the largest and finest fireproof 
college buildings in the south, and in 
selecting a facult conspicuous for 
scholarship and Christian character, 
and in attracting that remarkably 
large freshman class of choice young 
men with which the university began 
its first session, September, 1916 We 
commend most cordially to the liberal- 
ity of the people the claims of Ogle- 
thorpe university with the hope that 
the endowment fund of the Georgia 
professorship may soon be completed, 
and that other synods may follow the 
example of this synod in the endow- 
ment of synodica)l professorships in 
this great Presbyterian university.” 

The synod adopted the following 
bearing on lynching and ordered it sent 
to the secular and religious press: 

“Whereas, the crime of lynching has 
srown to alarming proportions, as indicated 
by the following facts, via.: During the 
year 1915, there were reported for the 
whole United States seventy-eight lynch- 
ings, forty-two negroes, twenty-one whites 
end fifteen Mexicans. The provoking causes 
were various—for murder, 29; for rape, 10; 
for theft, 10; for murierous assault, 6; for 
attempted rape, 4; fo. alleged murder, 3; 
for insults to women, 2; for accessory to 
murder, 2; for race prejudice, 1; for wife- 
ceating, 1; for poisoning mules, 8, and for 
unnamed causes, 7. 

‘‘Resolved, That the synod of Georgia, in 
the discharge of its sacred trust as a divinely 
commissioned expounder of the will of God, 
ereby records its abhorrence of the crime 
cf lynching, a crime which can be charac- 
terized by no milder term than murder, de- 
liberate and premeditated. The crime is 
rather aggravated 
numbers who take part in it. The pollution 
cf soul and degredation of character, which 
inevitably result from such a brutal crime, 
are not distributed in fractional parts, but 
come as an undivided curse upon each par- 
ticipant. The guilt or innocence of the vic- 
tim modifies but slightly, if at all, the 
quality of the act. Lynchers are no more 
authorized by God or man, by human or 
Givine law, to kill @ guilty criminal than 
‘Oo kill an exemplary citizen. In either case 
they defy God, dishonor the state, and de- 
base themselves, 

“The failure of courts to mete out speedy 
and exact justice to criminals furnishes no 
justification for lynching. One crime can 
neither justify nor cure another crime. More- 
,;over the proposed cure is applied to the 
wrong persons. If courts sin, the guilt is 
wn the judges, the lawyers and the juries, 
end if therefore lynching can be conceived 
of as a remedy for the sins of courts, it 
thould be applied to judges, lawyers and 
juries. But it is perfectly obvious that law 
can never be vindicated by lawlessness. 

‘“‘Resolved. second, That the synod would 
welcome the corroborative testimony of its 
Fister churches that by the combined influ- 
ence of God’s people this crime of lynch- 
irg might be branded with the infamy which 
it deserves, and the public conscience so 
enlightened and aroused that in the future 
our country should be spared the odium 
‘vhich this relic of barbarism has brought 
upon it. 

“Resolved third, That the synod calls upon 
all its members and upon the membership 
of all its churches to be more faithful in 
| bearing witness against this most cruel, 
| most atrocious and most debasing crime.” 
| In regard to proposed legisiation af- 

fecting marriage: “The synod of Geor- 
gia wishes to go on record as heartily 
in favor of the state more stringently 
regulating marriage and marriage li- 
censes”’

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| FROM WILSON TO KAISER 


London Hears President’s Pa- 
tience Regarding Subma- 
rines Is Exhausted. 


London, November 17.—The visit of 
Baron Burian, the Austro-Hungarian 
foreign minister, to Berlin, is stated 
to have been in connection with a con- 
ference with Dr. von Bethmann-Holl- 
weg, the German imperial chancellor, 
regarding the relations of the two em-~- 
pires with the United States, according 
to a dispatch under a Berne date, 
given out today by the Wireless Press. 

The question under discussion, says 
the dispatch, was whether the subma- 
rine campaign should be continued in 
its present form with the possibility 
of a rupture with Washington or 
whether it should be modified. 

“During the last few days,” adds 
the dispatch, “the German government 
hag received a plain verbal warning 
that President Wilson’s patience was 
on the verge of exhaustion.” 


SUBMARINE SITUATION 
DISQUIETS WASHINGTON, 
ashington, November 17.—The re- 
d visit of Baron Burian, ‘the Aus- 
irO-Hungarian foreign minister, to 
Chancellor von Bethmann-Hollweg at 
Berlin for a full discussion of suybma- 
rine warfare and its effect on the 
United States aroused interest here, 
but could not be confirmed from of- 
ficial dispatches. 

Government officials do not conceal 
their disquiet over the present sub- 
marine situation, and some of them 
fear that the Teutonic powers may at 
any moment launch a starvation cam- 
paign against England which could not 
fail to involve the United States. 

Secretary Lansing today, however, 
authorized the statement that as yet 
“there is absolutely no truth in the re- 
ports that the department has infor- 
mation that a definite decision has 
been reached to launch a ruthless Ger- 
man submarine campaign.” 

Five serious cases now are pending, 
the sinking of the British steamer Ma- 
rina, without warning, and with the 
loss of six American lives; the sink- 
ing of the British liner Arabia, also 
apparently by a torpedo, and without 
warning; the shelling of the boats of 
survivors of the British steamer Row- 
anmore, which had fled, ‘and the 
sinking of the American steamers 
Lanao and Columbian for. carrying 
contraband. 

Investigation is being made in all 
cases, but has not yet been completed.

OF 2,000 DAILY. 

The Hague, November 17.—(Via Lon- 
don.)—The number of Belgians deport- 
ed ue 4 the Germans up to date, accord- 
ing to information given to the Asso- 
ciated Press today from a reliable 
source, apparently is between 30,000 
and 40,000, and they are bein deported 
at the rate of about 2,000 daily. 

Antwerp, it was said, has been com- 
manded,to furnish 27,000 men, which 
probably is not more than 10 per cem 
of its able-bodied population, but the 
commune of Lessines has lost more 
than 2,000 from a total population, in- 
cluding women and children, of 7,009, 
representing virtually every able- 
bodied man, excepting officials. 

The entire Belgian population, the 
narrator said, is/terrorized because the 
people realize they are entirely help- 
less. Crowds of hysterical women and 
ehitidren gather at the railway and re- 
cruiting stations and many women at 
IJcmappes threw themselves on the 
rails to prevent the departure of a 
train of emigrants and had to be forci- 
bly removed by German soldiers. The 
men are frequently loaded into cattle 
cars and spend one or two days on the 
journey. They are strongly determined 
to refvse to work, believing that if 
military 


they are not employed in 
place Germans and be forced to work 
directly or indirectly against the Bel- 
gian army and its allies. The deported 
men in trains passing through Liege 
are declared to have been,heard sing- 
ing the “Marseillaise” an® other pa- 
triotic airs. 

The newspapers report a case near 
Vallencienes of sixty Frenchmen, who, 
impressed by the Germans, refused to 
work and are declared to have been 
tied to posts for forty-eight hours, 
until half of them fainted from hard- 
ships and hunger. 

Strongest of Protests. 


Many prominent Belgians are report- 
ed not to have hesitated to risk their 
liberty by the strongest of protests to 
the German authorities against the de- 
portations. Various official bodies have 
drafted resolutions of protest and the 
senators and deputies of Antwerp and 
Hainault provinces have taken especial- 
ly strong action and are said to be 
daily expecting deportation. 

Neutrals in Belgium, especially, the 
ministers, are receiving many appeals 
to try and induce their governments 
to intervene. The newspaper La Libre 
Belgique, which has maintained a wide 
circulation throughout Belgium ‘for 
more than a year, despite the alleged 
efforts of the Germans to dwcover its 
authors and suppress the sheet, has 
published a special number containing 
an appeal to the neutral nations. 

The officers deputed forthe enroll- 
ment of the workmen are said to pay 
visits to various towns and order the 
assembly at the railway station of vir- 
tually all males, under heavy penalties 
for refusal to comply. One  notite 
posted in northern France gives assur- 
ance that the men will not be em- 
ployed under continuous fire. The 
Antwerp order notifies students to 
bring their books and musicians their 
instruments. The authorities promise 
the men good wages and liberty to re- 
mit money from Germany to their fam- 
flies in Belgium. All of them are of- 
fered an opportunity to sign a volun- 
tary agreement to work. They are in- 
formed it was stated, that if they re- 
fuse to sign they will be treated worse, 
but virtually all decline to do so. 

Wherever the males assemble for de- 
portation doctors examine them and the 
physically unfit are eliminated, togeth- 
er with municipal and relief orguniza- 
tion officials. Those without regular 
employment are the first selected for 
deportation.

RAIL STRIKES UPHELD 


BY LABOR FEDERATION 


Proposal of Wilson to Make 
Such Strikes Illegal Is 
‘Opposed. 


Baltimore, November 17.—The Ameri- 
can Federation of Labor, by a unani- 
mous vote today, declared against that 
provision of President Wilson’s legis- 
lative program “making illegal any 
railroad strike or lockout prior to the 
investigation of the merits of the case.” 

The convention had before it the ex- 
ecutive council’s report dealing with 
the threatened railroag strike. 
ring to the bill aimed to prevent 
strikes and interruptions of transpor- 


tation, the report says: 

“This effort to again subject wage 
earners to involuntary servitude has 
arvused the determined resistance of 
wage earners generally. To their de- 
claration against involuntary servitude 
the proponents of the legislation have 
replied that although a strike would be 
made illegal under the propose@® law 
and strikers criminals, yet individual 


workers were not deprived of the right. 


to quit work. 

“It is pure sophistry that only aug- 
ments the sense of injustice that wage 
earners may feel for industrial wrongs 
to allow them b 
dividuals to quit work and to declare 
that they cannot agree with fellow 
workers, that conditions are so bad 
that their only hope of justice and fair 
dealing lies in agreeing together to 
quit work; that is, to refuse to per- 
form their usual tasks—to strike.” 

Problems of industria! justice and re- 
dress for industrial wrongs, the re- 


port concluded, cannot be worked out.
